EARTHQUAKE 
BELIEVED 
TO SHIFTING OF THE 
EARTH’S CRUST 
Boston, Mass., Nov. 19.—(UJR) — Pre­ 
liminary study of seismographic rec­ 
ords by scientists indicated today that 
u strong earthquake which shook th# 
northeastern part of the United States 
and eastern Canada yesterday had Its 
center either in a fault in the ocean 
bed just off the New England coast or 
in the valley of the St. Lawrence. 
The disturbance caused high build­ 
ings and towers to sway as much as 
three feet, broke innumerable dishes 
and windows and sent residents 
of 
many cities scurrying to the streets 
in alarm. 
Professor Klrtley F. Mather of Har-

vard University, where wireless tow- 
cts swayed in an arc of three feet, 
expressed opinion that the earthquake 
was the result of a shifting of the 
earth 
crust 
"somewhere along the 
Dundian fault." This fault runs south- 
westward under the ocean from the 
Bay of Fundy, between Nova Scotia* 
and New Brunswick, to Cape Ann, 
just north of here. 
Bearing 
out 
this 
theory, 
United 
Press dispatches from St. John's, New-* 
foundland, told of a small tidal wave 
accompanying 
the 
shock 
on 
land. 
Schooners lying at anchor were tossed 
about severely by the waves. 
On the island Itself, many families 
fled in panic and 
frightened cattle 
rude through the fields bawling their 
terror. 
Telegraph and cable service 
was temporarily affected. 
The tide was four feet above normal 
here and at Winthrop, a suburb to tho 
north, breakers dashed over the sea 
wall, 
flooding 
part 
of 
the 
town. 
W harves were Inundated along the 
Boston waterfront, causing thousands 
of dollars damage to merchandise. 
The earthquake was felt in Benton 
about 3:35 P. M. It lasted two min­ 
utes, and the tremors continued to t 
nearly two hours. 
It came just 174 years to th# day 
after the worst quake In New Eng­ 
land’s history. 
In the quake of 1755 
more than 1,400 chimneys toppled In 
Boston alone.

Another is to cross the street intersections 
diagonally. 
At the traffic signal people persist in crossing the 
street in the path of cars, when the signal device orders cars to 
advance. 
When a pedestrian is hit by a ear, the general cry is 
that the car driver has been negligent, while if the truth were 
known, the pedestrian is oftentimes careless and imposes a double 
burden on a driver who must not only observe car traffic rules but 
must also keep his eyes open to avoid jaywalkers.
